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DETAILED ACTION 

Request for Continued Examination 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
February 9, 2009, has been entered. 

2. The Declaration under 37 C.F.R. §1 .1 32, submitted February 9, 2009, has been 
received and considered by the examiner. 

Examiner's Amendment 

3. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
IN THE SPECIFICATION: 

Change the title to read: "Active material for positive electrode in non-aqueous 
electrolyte secondary battery having SO4 ions". 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102/103 

4. The rejection of Claims 1 -3 under 35 U.S.C. 1 02 (b) as being anticipated by or, in 
the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious over Inoue et al. (JP 2000- 
021402),has been overcome based on the Remarks and Declaration under 37 C.F.R. 
§1.132, dated February 9, 2009. 

Reasons for Allowance 

5. Claims 1-3 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the instant 
claims are to an active material for a positive electrode of a non-aqueous electrolyte 
secondary battery consisting essentially of a lithium-metal composite oxide expressed 
by the general formula of Lix(Ni 1 .yCOy)i.zM z 0 2 , in which: 0.98<x<1 .10, 0.05<y<0.4, 
0.01<z<0.2 and M is at least one metal element selected from the group consisting of 
Al, Mg, Mn, Ti, Fe, Cu, Zn and Ga; wherein S0 4 ions are present in an amount ranging 
from 0.4 weight % to 2.5 weight %, and the occupancy rate of lithium found from the x- 
ray diffraction chart and using Rietveld analysis is 98% or greater. 

The most pertinent prior art has been presented. The prior art does not teach the 
claimed invention. 

The closest prior art, Inoue (JP 2000-021402), teaches a lithium metal composite 
oxide in which S0 4 ions are present in an amount ranging from 0.4 weight % to 2.5 
weight %. The chemical formula of the lithium metal oxide includes lithium in a range 
greater than 1 . Applicant's have submitted in their declaration that the material of the 
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prior art reference does not have an occupancy rate of lithium from the x-ray diffraction 
chart using Rietveld analysis is 98% or greater. Thus, based on the declaration, it is 
submitted that reference does not teach or fairly suggest the occupancy rate of lithium 
from the x-ray diffraction chart using Rietveld analysis is 98% or greater.
